The editor of Printers’ Ink =says in a
recent issue: “Advertising. in the re
tail field, brings inquiries and customers,
but the dealer’s comsummate skill, taet,
and kindly consideration are the influen
ces which must be brought to bear on
the undecided purchaser. He must sup-
ply the psychological effect that the
printed ad Iacks, The merchant who
expects good results by mail from an ad
writer should take into his confidence
and give him a great deal of informa-
tion that it wonld not be advisable to
tell the public, The adwriter shounld
have the same inside kvowledge that an
attorney demands in conducting a law-
suit.” It is evident, therefore, that in
every store clerks must wark in co-
operation with the advertising manager.
It is essential that every employe knows
his business, that is, the details of his
department perfectly. It is necessary
that his argument be concise, yet strong
enough to close the sale. On the other
hand, every employe should assist the
advertising man with_every bit of in-
formation that may lead to the epnclus-
jon of a sale by mail.

Making Retailers Provide Good Copy.

How can the publisher make adver-
tising pay his advertisers! The first
element needed in a solution of this
question is good copy. Some convine
ing argument must be used, some at-
tractive bargain offered, some definite
idea comveyed. Without this all that a
publisher can do would not be sufficient.
He might print a model paper that every
body in his territory reads, and give the
copy the mast attractive display possible
he might put it in the most conspicu-
ous part of his paper, and vet it would
bring no returns were the test meaning-
less. The first thing to do then is to
educate your merchant= in the art of ad-
vertising. Help them in the prepara-
tion of their eopy. get them to study
the advertisements of successful n.el:~
chants in large cities that appear in
your exchanges. Persnade them to take
mail eourses in advertising from some
of the good correspondence schools,
You might secure tuition ocertificates
from some of them in exchange for ad-
vertising and give those to the largest
merchants. It would pay You well
